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to this policy ) has taken this tractor on hire from the Governmentof Kerala 
and it is further declared and agreed that the said Government are interested

The amount for which the tractor is insured should not be less than the 
amount outstanding with interest due to Government and the premium of 
the insurance shall be paid on the due dates until the whole amount due is 
completely repaid. The Director of Agriculture/ The Joint Development 
Commissioner or any other Officer/s nominated by them should verify 
whether the tractors issued are covered by insurance as laid down in the rules. 

( iii) " The tractors shall be registered under the Motor Vehicles Act.

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AWARD 
This is an Industrial Dispute between the Managing Director, R.K. V. 
Motors and Timbers Private Limited , P. B.No. 80 , Pazhavangadi, Trivan 
drum and the Workmen of the above concern represented by the Secretary, 
Chirayinkil Taluk Motor Workers Union, Attingal over " denial of employ 
ment to SriK. Sreenivasan " referred to this Court for adjudication under 
Section 10 (1) (c) of the Industrial Disputes Act 1947 (Central Act XIV 
of 1947) by the Government ofKerala in their Order , Health and Labour 
(H ) Department, G. O. Rt. No. 2399,64 /HLD . dated 29-7-1964. 

2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties put in their respective 
statements. The union examined the dismissed conductor Sri K. Sreenivasan 
as WW1, one Peerukannu residing in Kurecpally as WW2, one Abdul 
Khader Kunju , the owner of the luggage consisting of 4 bags of rice alleged 
to have been carried by the dismissed workman in the bus without receiving 
the luggage fare, as WW3, one K.Madbavan Pillai, Checker in Sreekrishna 
Bus Service as WW4, one O. Varghese , a studentwho was travelling in the 
bus on 16-12-1963 when the bus happened to be checked by the Managing 
Director of the concern , as WW5, one S. Velukutty, a conductor in Durga 
Motor Service as WW6, oneG.Gopala Pillai, the owner of the pots of curds 
alleged to have been carried in the bus free of charge as wW7, and one 
N. Sanlara Pillai the General Secretary, Chirayinkil Taluk Motor Workers 
Union , Attingal as WW8, and filed Exts. W1 and W2. The Management 
examined Sri V. Damodaran , Managing Director, R. K. V. Motors and 
Timbers Private Ltd., Trivandrum as Ewi, and Advocate SriN. Krishnan 
kutty , the enquiry officer in this case , as EW2, and filed Exts . El to E 13. 

3. The case of the Management briefly stated is as follows: 

Sri K. Sreenivasan was working as a conductor in R.K. V. Motors and 
Timbers (P ) Ltd., Trivandrum . On 16-12-1963 he was working as conductor 
in bus No. KLT. 2484 plying between Perumpuzha and Kundara . The 
Mas.aging Director of the concern Sri V. Damodaran , examined as EWI, 
conducted a surprise check in the bus at Perumpuzha at about 10 a . m . on 
16-12-1963. He found 44 passengers in the bus at the time, and three bags 
of rice being taken out of the bus, for which no luggage fare was seen collect 
ed . The owner of the rice bags was not travelling in the bus. The ticket 
book was initialled on ticket No. 53461 with the number of passengers 44 
written on it by EWI, enabling his office to ascertain on verification the 
actual number of tickets issued till that moment, so that difference, if any, 
between the number of tickets issued with the number of passengers actually 
seen travelling in the bus could be made out. EWI proceeded in the bus 
till Kundara bus stop , where he found two large pots of curds being carried 
by a passenger without fare being collected for the luggage. Before leaving 
the bus EWI got conductor Sri Sreenivasan to give him a statement in 
writing to the effect that the three bags ofrice were carried in the bus with 
out collecting fare and later at Kundara , that 2 pots of curds were also 
carried int he bus without collecting any fare. This statement is proved as 
Ext. 1-2 before Court. Sri Sreenivasan was kept under suspension , and a 
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notice dated 27-12-1963 issued , directing him to show cause why disciplinary 
action should not be taken against him . An explanation was submitted by 
the conductor on 1-1-1964 denying the charges. An enquiry was caused to 
be conducted by the legal adviser to the concern , Advocate Sri N.Krishnan 
kutty, on 2-3-1964. At the domestic enquiry, R. Sukumaran , who was 
driving the bus on 16-12-1963 , and also the cleaner of the bus one 
Sivasankara Pillai, were examined by the management. They were duly 
cross- examined by the delinquent workran . Witnesses, AbdulKhader 
Kunju , alleged to be the owner of the rice bags, and one G.Gopala Pillai, 
alleged to be the owner of the pots of curds, were examined by Sri 
K. Sreenivasan . The enquiry concluded with a statement being recorded 
from conductor Sreenivasan . The enquiry officer found the delinquent 
workman guilty of all the charges made against him in a report proved as 
Ext. E9 dated 10-3-1964 . Sri K. Sreenivasan was dismissed from service by 
an order dated 24-3-1964 proved as Ext. E10 . 

4. The Union contends that conductor K. Sreenivasan who had put in 
7 years of continuous and faithful service with R. K. V.Motors and Timbers 
Private Limited, Trivandrum , was dismissed from service on a false and 
baseless allegation , for the reason that the Managing Director bore a grudge 
against him as he refused to carry overload in the bus. It is alleged that 
there were only 40 passengers in the bus at the time of the surprise check , at 
about 8 a . m . on 16-12-1963 . 39 tickets were issued , and the other passenger 
was carried free of charge as he happened to be a police constable . It is 
further alleged that the bus was checked within Kureepally fare stage, and 
not at Perumpuzha point which is about four furlongs away from Kurcepally 
point. It is the case of the Union that four bags of rice were carried in the 
bus by one Abdul Khader Kunju examined as WW3 from Kottiyam to 
Kureepally , that a luggage fare of Rs. 1.20 was collected against ticket 
No. 53429, that WW3 alighted from the bus with one bag of rice. when he 
was told by an elder brother of his, running a business at the spot, that a 
child of his was sick, and that the remaining 3 bags of rice were being carried 
to a provision shop run by WW3 at the Kureepally point, where the 
Managing Director found the bags of rice being taken out of the bus. 
Regarding the 2 pots of curds found in the bus, it is the case of the Union 
that the size of the luggage was small, and hence, as usual, no luggage fare 
was collected. In the circumstances it is alleged that the charge made 
against conductor Sri K. Sreenivasan is baseless and false. It is the case of 
the Union that the findings of the enquiry officer was perverse, and that the 
enquiry has been vitiated by the fact that the report dated 16-12-1963 made 
by the Managing Director regarding the incident, proved as Ext. Es, was 
taken as true by the enquiry officer, without even examining the Managing 
Director at the domestic enquiry . 

5. It is admitted by the Union that the Managing Director of the 
concern Sri V. Damodaran examined as EWI conducted a surprise check 
while 3 bags of rice . were being taken out of the bus. 

The Managing 
Director swears before court that the checking was conducted beyond Kurce 
pally fare stage, at Perumpuzha point. The Union however would have us 


believe that the checking was conducted within Kureepally point, and that 
luggage fare had been collected by the conductor from the owner of the rice 
bags examined as WW3. Admittedly , the conductors attached to R.K. V. 
Motors and Timbers (P ) Ltd., had standing instructions not to carry luggage 
in the bus without the owner of the luggage travelling in the bus. While 
admitting that the owner of the rice bags was not in the bus at the timewhen 
the bus was checked by EW1, the union attempts to explain away the 
matter by saying that WW3 the owner ofthe rice bags alighted from the bus 
at a point before he reached his destination with one bag of rice, on being 
told by 3n elder brother o his that a child of his was sick , and that it so 
happened that the conductor was constrained to carry the remaining 3 bags 
of rice without the owner travelling in the bus. This plea does not appear 
to be true. WW3 who has been examined before this court and also before 
the enquiry officer at the domestic enquiry, admits that he was not known 
earlier to conductor Sri Sreenivasan, and that he appeared before the 
enquiry officer on receiving a letter from the union . The contention of the 
Management that the realowner of the rice bags is not WW3 Abdul Khader 
Kunju , does not seem to be devoid of merits . The union contends that the 
bus was checked by EWI at Kureepally point and not at Perumpuzha point. 
According to theManagement this is only to justify the alleged collection of 
Rs. 1.20 as luggage fare. The case of the Management is that at the time 
when EW1happened to check the bus, there was no ticket issued for the 
collection of luggage fare, and that Sri K. Sreenivasan , after the checking 
andbefore the ticket book was surrendered in the office, had altered a ticket 
for 20 P. issued to a passenger as Rs. 1.20 , to make out that luggage fare 
had been collected , and further thatthe luggage fare being 14 times the fare 
of a passenger, the de: tination ought to be within Kureepally , for which 
30 P. for each bag had to be collected , so that the luggage fare collected 
comes to Rs. 1.20 for the four bags of rice . The driver of the bus 
Sri N. Sukumaran and the cleaner of the bus Sri Sivasankara Pillai when 
examined at the domestic enquiry had stated that the 
Managing Director conducted the surprise check at Perumpuzha , 
beyond Kureepally fare stage, and also that Ext. E ? was given by Sri 
Sreenivasan without any coercion by the Managiog Director. "Ext. E2 is a 
staternent given by conductor Sri Sreenivasan , admitting that the 3 bags of 
rice were being carried from Kottiyam to Perumpuzha, and the two pots of 
curds were being carried from Kannanellore to Kundara, free of charge or 
without writing a luggage ticket. Obviously , if no ticket is written , the 
amount collected as fare need not be remitted to the concern by the 
conductor . In the face of Ext. E2 the evidence given by the Managing 
Director Sri V. Damodaran when examined as -EWI before court and the 
testimony of the driver and the cleaner who were travelling in the bus at the 
time of the surprise check , I have no hesitatioa in coming to the conclusion 
that Sri K. Sreenivasan was carrying the luggage without realising fare, or 
after having collected the farewithout issuing a ticket, thereby causing loys to 
theManagement. 

6. Admittedly the contention of the union is that there were only 39 
passengers in the bus for which 39 tickets had been issued , one passenger 
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being carried free of charge as he happened to be a police constable. It is 
evident therefore that by verification of the tickets issued upto No. 53461, on 
which the figure " 44" is seen written, proved as Ext. E7, the exact number 
ofpassengers at the time could be ascertained . EWI swears before court that 
he actually found 44 passengers in the bus and that as usual, he recorded the 
number of passengers on the last ticket found in the possession of the 
conductor, so that his office would be in a position to verify the number 
of tickets actually issued by the conductor. Evidently on a scrutiny, the 
number of passengers in the bus to whom tickets were issued was found to be 
39, and it is for this reason that the union would have us believe that the 
number of passengers in the bus was only 39, and not 44 as spoken to by the 
Managing Director. The Managing Director states that he did not proceed 
to verify the number of tickets issued from the ticket book at the spot, Ist it 
causes delay and inconvenience to the passengers, and that it was the usual 
practice with him to initial the ticket last issued and note on the ticeket the 
number of passengers found in the bus, leaving it to his office to veirty and 
find out the number of tickets actually issued . I do not find any reason why 
EWIshould be disbelieved in the matter . I am of opinion that the mis 
conductof having carried 44 passengers in the bus as against 39 tickets issued , 
and also for having carried 3 bags of rice without luggage fore being realised 
and without the owner the luggage travelling in the bus along with the 
luggage,in violation of the instructions issued to him by the Maragement, 

It is also seen that 
he has been warned previously for other misconducts alleged to have been 
committed by him . The evidence tendered on behalf of the Union to make 
out that the checking took place within Kureepally fare stage, or the circum 
stances in which the rice bags were found in the bus, without the owner in 
the bus, are vague and therefore cannot be believed . 

7. It isnow well-established that the Labour Court will have no right to 
interfere with a decision taken by the Management, unless, there is absence 
of bonafides on the part of the Management, or there is victimisation or 
unfair labour practice, or a violation of any of the principles of natural 
justice, or there has been a basic error of facts , or there has been a perverse 
finding. This court has no jurisdiction to sit in judgment over the findings 
of the Management, but can only consider whether the view taken by the 
Management is a possible view in the matter . Even if this court entertains 
a different view , if the one taken by the Management is a possible view , it 
has to be respected . Similarly , when it is found that the misconduct is 
proved , the question about the quantum of punishment must be left entirely 
to the discretion of the Management, and no interference by this court will 
be justified , unless the quantum or severity of the punishment reflects want 
of bonafides on the part of the Management. It is seen from the evidence on 
record in this case that the misconduct with which conductor Sri Sreenivasan 
stood charged has been proved . I find no justification to interfere with the 
decision taken by the Management, 

8. It is also seen that none of the principles of natural justice has been 
violated at the domestic enquiry . The dismissed workman , was given 
adequate opportunity to cross-examine the witnesses examined by the 

G. 1033A 
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Management, and he has also been allowed to adduce evidence to provehis 
innocence. The mere fact that the enquiry officer happened to be the legal 
adviser of the firm does not vitiate the cornestic enquiry. No prejudice has 
been caused to the dismissed workman by the enquiry officer failing to 
examine the Managing Director, or his proceeding with the enquiry on the 
basis of the report presented by the Managing Director regarding the alleged 
misconduct of the workman . The contention of the Union that the domestic 
enquiry has been conducted in violation of the principles of natural justice , 
is devoid of merits . 

9. In the circumstances, the dismissal of Sri Sreenivasan is justified . An 
award is passed accordingly . 

10. This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the GovernmentGazette .

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reply to a letter sent by District Labour Officer, proved as Ext. W7, request 
ing that he may be informed whether the case of Sri P. M. Joseph had been 
amicably settled as agreed to by the Management s representative earlier on 
2-7-1965, appears to be unfounded . However, the ta lure on the part of Sri 
P. M. Josepli to report for duty when called upon to do so by a memo 
dated 9-7-1965 does not entail forfeiture of his cmployment or tantamount 
to voluntary abandonment of employment in the peculiar circumstances of 
the case. The Management has also not taken any disciplinary action in 
the matter against Sri P. M.Joseph . In my opinion , Sri P. M. Joseph will 
not be entitled to wages with effect from 9-7-1965. 

7. It has been proved before this Court that Sri P. M. Joseph was 
illegally denied employment by the Managementwith effect from 1-1-1965, 
and that the Management thereafter offered him employment only on 
9-7-1965 . It is ma le out that Sri P.M.Joseph was receiving Rs. 6 ? p.m . 
as conductor. The denial of employmeat to Sri P. M. Joseph was unjustified 
and illegal. It is only fit and proper that he be reinstated in service. 

8 In the result, I hold that the denial of employinent to conductor Sri 
P. M. Joseph, by the Management of Swaraj Motors (P ) Ltd., Kottayam 
was illegal and unjustified . He will be reinstated in service forthwith . He 
will also be given back wages from 1-1-1965 to 9-7-1965 at the rate 
Rs. 62 p . m . The Management will also pay Rs. 100 to the Union towards 
costs. An Award is passed accordingly . 

9. This Award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the Government Gazette .

AWARD 
The Industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Government as per G. O. Rt. No. 2702/65 / 
HLD dated 24-7-1965. The only issue referred for adjudication is as 
follows : 
" Whether the closure of the establishment by the management with 

effect from 25-5-1965 is justified ? If not to what relief the workers 

are entitled ? " 
2. Pursuant to summons, the parties appeared and filed their respective 
vakalaths and the Kottayam District Rubber Workers Union applied for time 
for filing their claim statement. The Union obtained further adjournments for 
filing their claim statement and in the meantime the Kottayam National 
Tyre and Rubber Company Employees Welfare Organisation , Kottayam 
submitted a petition accompanied with an affidavit praying for impleading 
them as No. 2 Union . Similarly the Liquidator of the National Tyre and 
Rubber Company of India Ltd., Kottayam has also filed an impleading 
petition accumpanied with an affidavit for impleading himself in the array 
of Managements. Both the 2nd Union and the Liquidator were impleaded 
as parties to the dispute in the array of Unions and in the array of Manage 
ments respectively. The Unions No. 1 ånd No.: 2 submitted their claim state 
ment separately in which they have set up their cases respectively . 

3. The contentions of the first Union are as follows : 

The closure of the National Tyre and Rubber Company of India Ltd., 
Kottayam , is unjustified and illegal and is against all known principles of 
natural justice and law . The employer has not observed any of the duties 
that law has conferred upon him . The closure is nothing but victimisation 
and because of the closure 141 workers are now out of employment. All the 
141 workers are all active workers of this Union and the activities of this 
Union has caused the Management s hatred towards the workers and hence 
the closure , 

The employees affected by this illegaland most unjustified closure are 
entitled to the following reliefs : 

(i) Reinstatement of all the 141 employees with back wages. 
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(ü ) Arrears of bonus now outstanding from 1963 to 1965 . 

The Union concluded the statementwith a prayer that the employer 
may be directed to reopen the establishment and reinstate all the 141 emplo 
yees with back wages and continuity of service. 
4. The contentions of Union No. 2 are as follows : 

The workers concerned are entitled for bonus from 1963 onwards and 
also leave with wages from the said year. They are entitled to gratuity and 
other amenities enjoined by law . The closure of the Company from 25-5-1965 
is illegal and unjustifiable. The Management should withdraw the said 
closure, reopen the Company and reinstate theworkers with tack wages and 
continuity of service. This Union is the majority Union having 105 members 
in the rolls , out of the 141workmen . 

The Union concluded the statementwith a prayer that the workers 
should be reinstated with back wages and continuity of service, immediately , 
rcopening the concern and also to declare that the 2nd Union is themajority 
Union in the concern . 

5. The General Manager, National Tyre and Rubber Company of 
India Ltd., Kottayam did not file any reply statement. But the Liquidator 
submitted a reply statement in which he has surprisingly put the No. 2 
Union only in the array of opposite partics. The contentions of the Liqui 
dator are as follows : 

The question of bonus, leave with wages and gratuity are notreferred 
for adjudication and so do not arise for consideration . There is no scheme 
of gratuity in the establishment. The factory was locked out on 25-5-1965 
for lawfulreasons and subsequently the Company by a special resolution 
resolved to wind up the Company on 27-7-1965 and since then the liquida 
tion proceedings are in progiess . The winding up is perfectly legal and 
unassailable. In the circumstances, no question of cither reinstatement o) 
back wages arises. The reliefs claimed by the Union are unsustainable an 
have to be rejected . 

• The prayer of the Liquidator was for " dismissing the reference 
order ” . 

6. As against this reply statement the No. 1 Union filed a replication 
in which they have contended as under : 

The Liquidator is not competent to file such a reply statement aswas 
filed by him . It is not worthy that the real Managen ent has refused to file 
the reply statement and the Liquidator is playing the role of the original, 
Management. The so-called liquidation is only a ruse. The Liquidator is 
not a duly appointed authority and he has no legal status. This dispute bas 
been originated by the demand for bonus submitted by No. 1 Union in 
March 1965. Inspite of several conciliation conferences the Management 
refused to have an amicable settlement and at last in order to victimise the 
workers, the Management without even observing the fundamentalpri ciples 
and formalities in the matter of closure, closed the concern on 25th May 
1965. This is an illegal lock out and the Management was not prepared to 


give reasonable compensation to the workers, to which they are entitled . 
The so - called closure is illegal primarily because conciliation proceedings 
were pending at the time of closure before the labour authorities in connec 
tion with the bonus dispute between the Management and the workers . 
Further , no proper notice was issued in connection with the closure. On 
24-5-1965 the Management issued notices to all workers concerned , demand 
ing to show cause why they should not be proceeded against for misconduct. 
On 25-5-1965 the Management closed the establishment by affixing posters 
in front of the establishment dated 24-5-1965. 1 he workers who went to 
the establishment for work as usual on 25-5-1965 were greeted with these 
posters. The Labour Authorities again intervened 

but the Management 
refused to have any settlement. 

This dispute was referred by the Government to this Tribunal on 
24-7-1965 and within 72 hours the Management artificially created the 
so -called liquidation in order to defeat the ends of justice. 

The Tribunal is entitled to go into the question of reliefs that arise 
when the closure is considered to be unjustifiable. It is a fact that the 
Management has not been paying bonus due to the workers from 1963 
onwards and so the question of bonus also is material as far as reliefs are 
concerned . 

When the closure is found illegal, the Management is liable to be 
proceeded against as per the provisions under section 26 (2 ) of the Industrial 
Disputes Act. 

The Union No: 2 is only a tool in the hands of the Management and 
they are only echoing " His Master s Voice" . The said Union has no 
membership in the concern and so their allegations or assertions need not be 
looked into . The Union concluded the replication with a prayer that their 
contentions may be upheld and an award passed accordingly. 

7. The case came up for evider.ce and No. 1 Union examined wWixto 
WW3 and Management No. 2 examined the Liquidator himself asMWI. 

8. On a perusalof the progress of the case it can be seen that both the 
Unions were declared ex - parte on several occasions because of their latches 
and No. 2 Union was finally declared exparte on - 7-10-1966 against which 
order they have not filed any petition to get it set aside. Similarly the 
Managements also after the examination of MWIhave absented continuously 
on 20-3-1967, 27-3-1967 and also on 31-3-1967. Therefore the parties could 
not be heard finally . Anyhow the summary of the oral evidence adduced 
by the parties concerned are given below . 

9. WW1 is Shri T. P. Sreedharan Nair , an ex -worker of the Company. 
The summary of his deposition is as follows: 

**" I was working in the National Tyre and Rubber Company, Kottayam , 
in the rubber making section for a period of 18 years. I am out of work 
now , since the Company is locked out. The lock out was on 25-5-1965 . 
The fact of lock out came to my knowledge only on 25-5-1965 when I came 
to the Company for work ,by the notice affixed on the gate of the concern 
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On 25-5.1965 there were some policemen withinside the Company premises. 
I am a member of the Kottayam District Rubber Workers Union and the 
Union has demanded bonus for us and this was the apparent reason for the 
lock out. The bonus for the year 1963-64 and 1961-65 were demanded. The 
demand was made during March 1965. Since there was no settlement 
despite the intervention of the Labour Authorities, the Union warted to 
resort to direct action and it was at this time the Company was locked out. 
Before locking out the Company has given me a show cause notice. This 
show cause notice was issued to almost all the workers. It was a printed 
notice. The allegations in the show cause notice was that we were doing 
slow work and producing less and were inciting others to go slow . During 
this time the Company was working all the 24 hours in the day and manu 
facturing rubber materials with the help of electricity, which was supplied 
by the Vayaskara Agency at Kottayam ." 

In the cross-examination the learned counsel for the Management put a 
leading question to the effect whether the Company has not been issuing 
several notices to him and others requesting him and others not to do slow 
work and ihe witness answered emphatically in the negative. The witness has 
added that the Management did not like him because of his Union activities 
" Before lock out there was a strike for a period of one month in the concern . 
I do not remember the date of the strike. The strike was for reinstating 51 
workers who were discharged from the Company . The workers were staging 
satyagraha before the factory, I his was during a month before the lock 
out" . The learned counsel has again put a leading question to the cflect 
whether the Union has not demanded the dismissal of 12 casual workers and 
the witness answered that 12 people were taken for work afresh and the 
Union has demanded the discharge of the said people. “ This was because 
there were workers remaining out who were actually doing work in the 
concern before the conflagration and when the Management employed 
12 fresh persons despite the fact that there were old workers remaining out, 
the Union has made such a demand . The big conflagration ofthe factory and 
premises has happend during December 1963. After the conflagration the 
workers were given two to three months wages as compensation . I have also 
received Rs. 200. I was working in the concern after the conflagration upto 
the date of lock out. The Company has started work after the conflagration 
on 14th of March 1964. I used to get Rs. 20 as wages per week and we 
were having work every week. Both before and after the fire there were 
three shifts ofwork going on in the factory . After the fire the Company has 
not given bonus to the workmen . The bonus dispute was pending con 
ciliation at the tin e of the lock out. The number of workmen in the 
concern before the fire was about 300. The Kottayam District Rubber 
Workers Union has got 141 workers from this concern in their rolls. The 
Union was registered in the year 1964. We have to get, not only bonus 
from theMaragement but also the other amenities due to us on account of 
the loss of work” . The witness concluded with a prayer that he must be 
reinstated as and when the Company reopens. 
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10. WW2 is Shri P. K , Ramakrishna Pillai, who is also an ex -worker of 
the Company . He has deposed as follows in the chief examination ; -- 

" I was employed in the National Tyre and Rubber Company at 
Kottayam as a worker in the rubber cushion manufacturing section and I am 
out of work since 25-5-1965 . The loss of work has been occasioned by the 
lock out. The fact that the Company is under the lock out has been made 
known to me by a notice affixed at the gate on 25-5-1965 . I have been 
issued with a show cause notice by the Management before the lock out on a 
charge of " go slow " . The Urion has demanded bonus before the lock out 
due for the years 1963-64 and 1964-65. Inspite of conciliation conferences 
held by the Labour Department the Management refused to pay bonus . At 
the time of lock out the bonus dispute was pending before the Labour 
Department. I must be taken back by the Company as and when the Com 
pany reopens and I must also be paid bonus and other amenities due to me" . 

In the cross-examination he has asserted with all force that the Union 
has den anded bonus for the workmen for the years. 1963-64 and 1964-65 . 
After the conflagration I had no work for a period of 4.to 5 months. The 
strike sponsored by the Union in the concern was for reinstating 51 workers 
whowere discharged from the Company. The Company reinstated them 
and the strike was withdrawn . I have given a reply to the show cause notice 
and that directly to the Manager of the concern Mr. Sankaran Nair. I was 
given Rs. 200 by the Company after the fire. I was given attendance card 
by the Company during the working time. I have never adopted any go 
slow policy in the concern ." 

In the re-examination the witness has added that he has 15 years service 
in the Company 

11. WW3 is Shri V.M. Yohannan, who is also an ex -worker in the 
Company. He has deposed as follows: 

" I was working in the National Tyre and Rubber Company for a period 
of 20 years in the Rubber Chemical Roller Section and I was working there 
till the date of lock outon 25-5-1965. On the date of lock out, the factory 
was having a lot of raw materials stored there. I have come to understand 
about the lock out only from the notice affixed on the gate of the concern 
during the morning hours of 25-5-1965. I have replied to the show cause 
notice, but there was no enquiry. There was no work for a period of three 
months after a portion of the factory was consumed by fire. When the 
Company was re-started I was also given work, since I was also one of the 
workers in the list put by the Company. I am a member of the Kottayam 
District Rubber Workers Union since 4 years. Before the lock out the only 
demand placed before the Management was bonus for the years 1963 to 1985 . 
There was a strike for 30 days before a month s time from the date of lock 
out. Wehave not adopted any " go slow ” during that time. The Union 
has also demanded that the Management should not employ 12 fresh workers 
in the Company. I have recieved Rs 300 as compensation after the confla 
gration ." 

12. MW1 is Shri P. M. Sebastian , the liquidator himself . He has 
affirmed that liquidation proceedings are being carried on at present. He 
has admitted that the workers concerned in the dispute have filed a state 
ment before theManagement showing the amounts due to them on account 


of the closure. He has also unambiguously affirmed that the workers will be 
given compensation and leave with wages as per law . 

13. On a meticulous scrutiny of the respective statements of the Unions 
and the Management and also on an anxious consideration of the oral 
evidence adduced by both the parties I am constrained to hold as follows : 

The Management of the National Tyre and Rubber Company of India 
Ltd., Kottayam has closed the establishment with effect from 25-5-1965 with 
out giving any notice to the workmen concerned except the exibition of a 
notice at the front gate to that effect, on 25-5-1965. This fact is not denied 
by the Management either in their statement or in the oral evidence adduced 
byMW1, the Liquidator. MW1 is the only witness examined by the Marage 
ment. Surprisingly he has not pointed out any reason for the closure of the 
concern on 25-5-1965. His only assertion was that he is prepared to pay the 
workers concerned compensation , leave with wages etc., as per the provisions 
of law . Even in his reply statementhe has referred to the closure as “ lock 
out" . 

It was stated that the factory was locked out on 25-5-1965 for lawful 
reasons ...... But he has not expatiated about the alleged lawful 
reasons for the lock out. 

14. The oral evidence adduced by Union No. 1, viz ., through wwi, 
WW2and WW3appears to be reliable . All the three witnesses are ex 
workers of the concern , who are having periods ofservice ranging from 15 to 
20 years in the concern . They have unanimously asserted that only because 
of their virile trade union activities and the Union s demand for bonus etc., 
that the Management has locked out the concern without notice. The 
Management has decried their trade union activities. Further the Manage 
ment has been issuing show cause notices to each and every worker on 
24-5-1965 demanding their explanation for " go slow " alleged to have been 
adopted by them in their work. All these circumstances point out that the 
Management had no love lost with the workers and that is why they closed 
the concern , without notice and without assigning any reason whatscever . 
Therefore it is only just and reasonable on my part to come to the conclusion 
that the closure of the establishment by the Management with effect from 
25-5-1965 is utterly unjustified . 
15: Section 25FFF of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 reads as follows: 

“ Compensation to workmen in case of closing down of under 
takings :-(1) Where an undertaking is closed down for any reason 
whatsoever, every workman -who has been in continuous service for 
not less than one year in that undertaking immediately before such 
closure shall subject to the provisions of sub -section (?), be entitled to 
notice and compensation in accordance with the provisions of section 
25F , as if the workman had been retrenched : 

Provided that where the undertaking is closed down on account 
of unavoidable circumstances beyond the control of the employer, the 
compensation to be paid to the workman under clause (b ) of section 

25F shall not exceed his average pay for three months.. 

On a perusal of the afore-mentioned portion of the Section , it is clear 
that an employer is entitled to close down his establishment for any reason 
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whatsoever . It is a fundamental right of an employer to close down his 
business. A citizen could not be compelled to dispose ofhis property in a 
particular manner or to practise any particular profession or to carry on a 
particular trade or business. Freedom to carry on any trade or business 
would be meaningless in the absence of freedom from an obligation to carry 
on any other trade or business . Thus the only remedy for the workmen 
concerned in the case of this closure is the payment of notice pay and 
compensation in accordance with the provisions of Section 25F , as if the 
workman had been retrenched . The proviso to the Section does not apply 
in this case since there is no case.for the Management that they closed the 
establishment on account of unavoidable circumstances beyond their control. 
It is also an admitted fact that no notice was issued to the workmen concern . 
ed as envisaged under clause (a) of Section 25F... Therefore it cannot be 
denied that theworkmen in this case are entitled to get one month s wages in 
lieu of such notice over and above fifteen days average pay for every com 
pleted year of continuous service or any part thereof in excess of six months, 
for cach and every worker. 

16. The demand of the Union is that the workers are entitled to get bonus 
for the years 1963-64 and 1964-65 and also leave with wages from the year 
1963 up to the date of closure. It is quite unfortunate that the Union has 
not attempted to adduce any evidence with regard to the quantum or rate of 
bonus due to them . Therefore although the Management has not refused as 
such , the payment of bonus due to the workers I am unable to come to the 
actual amountof bonus due to the workers . Therefore it is only just and 
reasonable on my part to have the question of bonus left open . 

17. With regard to leave with wages, the Liquidator himself has admitted 
that he is ready to pay the workers concerned , the leave with wages due to 
them as per the provisions of law . Therefore the workers shall be paid by 
the Liquidator leave with wages due to them from 1963 onwards up to the 
date of closure as per law .. 

18. In the result I pass this award granting one month s notice pay to 
each and every worker concerned in this dispute, together with 15 days 
average wages for every completed year of continuous service or any part 
thereof in excess of six months for cach and everyone of them , All the 
workers shall also be given leave with wages due to them as per the provi 
sions of law from 1963 onwards, up to 25-5-1965. This award shall come 
into force on the expiry of thirty days after its publication in the Government 
Gazette

ORDER 
Promotions in the Agricultural Income tax and Sales-tax Department to 
the various grades above Rs. 80-150 were originally made on a provisional 
basis in the ratio of 1 : 1 as between T. C. and Malabar areas. The above 
ratio continued to be in force till the preliminary integrated gradation list of 
the Department as on 1-11-1956 was published as per G. O. No. 21398 /57 
SI3 /PD dated 6.1-1959. Thereafter promotions were made on the basis of 
the seniority in the list referred to above. The above list was subsequently 
revised in the light of the revised equation of Posts ordered in G. O. Ms. 
No. 739/60 /Public dated 1-11-1960 and promotions to the cadre of Assistant 
Commissioners and Deputy Commissioners were effected ou the basis of the 
revised list in the light of the orders in G. O.Ms. No. 413 /Rev. dated 
13-4-1961. The various promotions made subsequent to 1-11-1956 were 
treated as provisional subject to finalisation of integration . 

2. The final integrated gradation list as on 1-11-1956 has been 
published in G. O. († ) 231/66 /Public (Integration ) Department dated 
4-6-1966 . So the Board of Revenue has forwarded proposals for the 
following :

Sarvashree P. Pocker and P. N. Velayudhan Pillai (items 21 & 37) were 
not actually promoted as Assistant Commissioners and they retired as Sales 
Tax Officers. But according to the ranks assigned to them in the final 
integrated gradation list they were entitled to get promction as Assistant 
Commissioners subject to their fitness for promotion being assessed by the 
Departmental Promotion Committee. 

The Board of Revenue has proposed to issue orders regularising their 
appointments in the cadre of Assistant Commissioners with effect from the 
dates noted in Column (4 in the case of the remaining 56 officers assuming 

that Sarvashree P. Rama Warrier , V. K. Moidu and E. J. Jacob (Serial 
*Numbers 43, 48 and 52 ) are not eligible for any preferential treatment in 
thematter of promotion to the cadre of Sales Tax Officer Grade 1/Deputy 
Commercial Tax Officer in the first three vacancies arising in that category 
after 1-11-1956 even though they bad been promoted to that category by 
virtue of their promotion to that category prior to 1-11-1956 .

G. O. (MS) 228 Public ( Integration ) Department dated 6-4-1962 the above 
thrce officers have to be preferred for promotion to the category of Sales Tax 
Officer Grade I/Deputy Commercial Tax Officers in the first three vacancies 
arising in that category after 1-11-1956 if they had acquired probationary 
rights in that category by virtue of their promotion to that ca egory prior to 
1-11-1956 and if their reversion to lower grade posts prior to 1.11-1956 was 
for reasons other than unsatisfactory work , inefficiency or misconduct. In the

lightof the above orders the Board ofRevenue is requested to re-examine the 
case of Sarvashree Rama Warrier, Moidu and E. J. Jacob and propose 
revised dates of regularisation in respect of these Oflicers and the other 
officers who will be affected consequent to such revision . 

It is however observed that assignment of revised dates to the three 
Officers mentioned above would affect only the position of Shri P. N. Velayu 
dhan Pillai onwards as persons upto item (36) viz. Sri Subbaraman were 
in the category ofSales Tax Officer Grade I/Deputy Commercial Tax Officer 
as on 1-11-1956 . Hence there is so objection in regularising the services of 
the Officer up to item 36 except that ofitem 21 (Shri P. Pocker ) whose 
suitability for the post of Assistant Commissioner has yet to be assessed. In 
view of this pending decision on the suitability of Shri P. Pocker for appoint 
ment to the cadıe of Assistant Commissioner , the regularisation of the

specially denatured spirit in respect of which gallonage fee has been collected 
has been used in the manufacture of a commodity exported out of India to a 
place specified by the Government in this behalf : 

Provided that such rebate shall not exceed 50 per cent of the gallonage 
fee collected in respect of the denatured spirit/methylated spirit/methyl 
alcohol/specially denatured spirit which actually entered into the manufacture 
of the commodity released for the purposes of the Government, or lor export. 

Explanation :-- For the purposes of this sub -rule, " Government company " 
means any company in which not less than fifty-one per cent of the paid up 
share capital is held by the Central Government or the Government of 
Kerala , or partly by the Central Government and partly by the Government 
of Kerala " .
